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Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 


The  Rural  District  of  Glanford  Brigg  comprises  an  area 
of  about  136,595  acres  and  includes  41  civil  parishes.  The 
population  at  census  1931  was  28,177,  in  1934  28,280.  The 
district  is  bounded  on  the  North  and  East  by  the  River 
Humber,  and  on  the  South  by  the  Rural  Districts  of 
Gainsborough,  Caistor  and  Grimsby,  and  on  the  West  by  the 
River  Trent.  To  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  Area  was  added  in 
1936,  the  Winterton  Urban  Area,  3,818  acres,  and  Roxby-cum- 
Risby  Urban  Area,  comprising  4,900  acres.  Portion  of  the 
Parish  of  Wrawby  was  removed  from  the  Rural  District 
(added  to  Brigg  Urban  District). 

Two  parallel  ranges  of  hills  cross  the  District  running 
approximately  North  and  South,  they  are  called  the  Cliff  and  the 
Wolds.  The  former  has  an  average  elevation  of  200  feet  above 
datum.  It  is  formed  of  oolite  limestone.  The  latter  running 
in  a South  Easterly  direction  from  Barton-on-Humber  and 
South  Ferriby,  is  much  wider,  with  an  average  width  of  8 miles. 
The  formation  is  chalk.  The  area  West  of  the  Cliff  drains 
into  the  Trent.  The  valley  between  the  Cliff  and  the  Wolds  is 
drained  by  the  River  Ancholme,  which  reaches  the  Humber  at 
Ferriby  Sluice.  East  of  the  Wolds  the  streams  drain  into  the 
Humber.  The  district  is  almost  entirely  agricultural  but  many 
of  the  population  work  in  the  adjacent  Borough  of  Scunthorpe, 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  and  steel  and  in  the 
extraction  of  iron  ore  from  mines  and  underground  workings, 
many  of  which  are  in  this  Council’s  district.  Other  industries 
are  beet  sugar  manufacture,  ship  building,  artificial  manure 
manufacture,  poultry  food  and  cement  manufacture,  brick 
making,  refining  of  crude  oil,  refining  of  cane  sugar,  etc.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

With  the  advent  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1948, 
the  Lindsey  County  Council  became  the  responsible  authority 
for  Ambulance  Services.  They  subsidised  a scheme  for  a 
service  to  cover  the  County  with  a main  station  at  Scunthorpe 
and  sub-stations  at  Boston  and  Cleethorpes  and  Market  Rasen. 
This  gave  no  sub-station  to  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District  or 
Brigg  Urban  District.  A deputation  of  officers  of  both  Councils 
attended  at  Lincoln  to  put  their  case  before  the  County  Council 
and  the  Chief  Ambulance  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  it  was  difficult  to  service  the  large  area 
of  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District — population  30,000 — from 
Scunthorpe,  particularly  in  foggy  weather  or  on  ice  bound 
roads,  and  Medical  Practitioners  in  Brigg  were  concerned  that 
the  Brigg  Hospital,  in  frequent  use,  should  not  have  an 
Ambulance  near  at  hand.  The  County  Council  did  not  agree, 
and  pleaded  that  there  was  a shortage  of  Ambulances  and  that 
service  from  Scunthorpe  was  sufficient.  This  opinion  was 
strongly  contested  by  Medical  Practitioners  from  Brigg  and 
District,  including  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  my 
opinion  this  view  is  still  the  correct  one,  and  while  admitting 
that  a good  service  is  being  provided  at  present,  considering 
the  distances,  I consider  that  there  should  be  a sub-station  at 
Brigg  to  avoid  delay  in  urgent  cases  and  to  facilitate  the  work 
of  the  Local  Hospital.

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Precautions  taken  on  occurrence  of  a case  of 
Infectious  Disease. 

The  case  is  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  Medical 
Officer.  In  the  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  Smallpox,  Encephalitis, 
Poliomyelitis,  or  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  by  both  Officials. 

The  Inspector  renders  on  the  day  of  his  visit  a report  on 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  the  efficiency  of  isolation. 

A written  questionnaire  as  to  inmates  of  the  house,  source 
of  infection,  etc.,  is  thus  perused  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity.  The  case  is  removed 
to  an  Isolation  Hospital  where  considered  expedient. 

Where  the  case  is  isolated  at  home,  instructions  and 
liquid  disinfectant  are  given  to  those  nursing  the  patient,  and 
a card  is  left  for  the  Medical  Attendant  to  complete  when 
disinfection  may  safely  be  carried  out. 

In  particular  cases,  infected  bedding  or  mattresses  are 
destroyed,  and  compensation  is  paid  after  consideration  of  the 
merits  of  the  case  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Rural 
District  Council.  It  is  essential  that  no  bedding  should  be 
destroyed  until  inspected  by  an  Official  of  the  Council,  or 
in  exceptionally  urgent  circumstances  a qualified  Medical 
Practitioner  who  can  testify  as  to  its  condition.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

The  type  of  cases  provided  for,  under  the  Section,  have 
always  been  difficult  to  deal  with,  and  it  is  contemplated  that 
the  full  powers  under  the  Act  will  only  be  used  in  extremely 
bad  cases.  In  many  cases  Local  Authorities  are  reluctant  to 
use  the  powers,  and  will  only  do  so  when  all  other  efforts  have 
been  unsuccessful.  The  procedure  under  the  Act  is  of  course 
useful  in  the  extreme  cases,  but  is  somewhat  slow  and  tedious, 
but  in  my  opinion  can  be  simplified.

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Foods  Section. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  Department  is  kept  fully  informed  of  any  disease  or 
condition  amongst  dairy  herds  likely  to  affect  milk  distribution 
in  the  district.  The  County  Veterinary  Officer  and  Officers  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  immediately  notify  your  Officers 
of  cases  of  Tubercular  cows  and  instances  of  Brucella  Abortus. 
The  following-up  investigations  of  these  matters  is  carried  out 
at  once,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  immediate  co-operation 
is  obtained  from  the  producer  and  dairyman. 

(b)  Meat. 

The  operation  of  the  newly  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in 
the  district  has  proceeded  smoothly.  During  the  middle  of 
the  previous  year  twenty  Slaughterhouses  were  licensed,  but 
experience  has  shown  that  this  number  need  not  have  been  so 
great  as  a number  of  these  licence-holders  have  failed  to  take 
advantage  of  the  facilities.  When  the  time  for  the  renewal  of 
these  licences  comes  it  will  be  possible  to  reduce  the  number 
without  causing  any  hardship  in  the  trade. 

In  the  middle  of  the  year,  proceedings  were  taken 
against  one  Butcher  and  Slaughterhouse  licence-holder  for 
several  infringements,  including  the  exposure  of  unfit  meat  for 
sale.  At  the  subsequent  Hearing  before  the  Gainsborough 
Magistrates  Court  the  man  was  fined  £100  with  costs,  and  his 
Slaughterhouse  Licence  was  cancelled. 

Since  that  time,  although  the  work  has  not  diminished, 
the  task  of  the  Council’s  Meat  Inspectors  has  been  easier  by 
virtue  of  the  fact  that  instant  co-operation  is  received  from 
Butchers  and  Slaughterers.  There  also  appears  to  be  an 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  meat  killed  in  the  Council’s 
district.

Housing. 

There  is  still  an  acute  Housing  shortage  in  the  district, 
but  it  is  more  noticeable  in  the  villages  surrounding  Scunthorpe. 

The  Council’s  House  Building  programme  proceeded 
rapidly  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  programme  was  a 
little  unsettled  because  of  the  distinction  which  must  be  drawn 
between  Housing  for  general  needs  and  Housing  for  Slum 
Clearance  purposes.  At  the  appropriate  time,  at  the  end  of 
August,  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Survey  Report  was  sent 
to  the  Ministry  for  their  approval.  In  due  course,  the  Ministry 
approved  the  Council’s  proposals  which  are  set  out  in  the 
following  table.  It  is  obvious  from  the  table  that  during  the 
next  five  years  the  Council  must  give  serious  and  urgent 
priority  to  the  clearance  of  Slum  Areas,  and  the  re-housing  of 
the  people  living  therein.  It  is,  of  course,  understood  that  the 
re-housing  need  not  be  direct,  but  that  people  at  present 
occupying  unfit  property  can  gradually  be  up-graded  in  their 
standard  of  living  by  first  of  all  re-housing  them  in  pre-war 
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Council  Houses  and  transferring  some  tenants  to  new  housing 
accommodation.  In  some  parishes  the  clearance  of  Slum 
property  will  bring  in  its  wake  many  Planning  problems. 
Some  of  the  Cleared  Areas  will  of  course  be  available  for 
re-development,  but  the  density  of  the  Congested  Areas  makes 
it  obvious  that  Re-housing  Schemes  will  require  additional 
land. 


In  addition  to  the  unfit  property  in  various  parts  of  our 
district,  there  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  approx. 
200  occupied  dwellings  on  converted  Ex-Service  Camps.  The 
Council  have  quite  rightly  agreed  that  these  tenants  shall  be 
the  first  to  be  re-housed,  and  we  shall  be  thereby  setting  a good 
example  to  other  landlords.

Scavenging. 

The  Scavenging  Service  in  the  district  consists  of  the 
weekly  emptying  of  pail  closets  and  the  fortnightly  emptying  of 
house  refuse  in  the  built-up  parts  of  each  of  the  41  parishes. 

The  Scheme  is  still  in  a state  of  change  however,  because 
we  have  yet  to  feel  the  real  benefit  of  the  provision  of  Sewerage 
Schemes  in  the  parishes  of  Kirton  Lindsey,  Barnetby  and 
Gunness.  Although  the  work  in  these  three  villages  is 
proceeding  rapidly,  any  savings  in  the  conversion  of  pail  closets 
to  water  carriage  systems  are  very  slow  to  show,  and  we  find 
that  it  could  easily  be  some  time  yet  before  any  appreciable 
saving  could  be  noticed. 
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During  the  year  182  pail  closets  were  converted  to 
W.C.s,  and  most  of  these  connections  were  made  to  newly  made 
sewers  in  the  parishes  of  Kirton  Lindsey,  Barnetby  and 
Gunness.  These  conversions  on  new  sewers  were  of  course 
the  subject  of  a Conversion  Grant  which  the  Council  make  as 
an  inducement  to  owners  to  make  use  of  the  new  sewers. 

The  Council,  of  course,  expect  to  show  savings  in 
Nightsoil  Collection  as  the  new  Sewerage  Schemes  are  built 
in  the  district,  but  it  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
district,  particularly  on  the  Western  side,  is  growing  rapidly, 
and  the  collection  of  Dry  Refuse  must  of  necessity  expand. 
In  view  of  rising  costs  of  vehicles,  petrol,  tyres  and  wages, 
etc.,  I am  afraid  any  savings  brought  about  by  the  provision 
of  Sewerage  Schemes  will  be  off-set  by  these  rising  costs. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  1955  the  Gunness  Scheme  was 
completed,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  was  practically 
100%  response.  Three  long  lengths  of  polluted  water  course 
were  finally  cleansed  by  the  Council  and  handed  back  to  the 
previous  owners.  During  this  year  also,  a portion  of  the 
Scawby  scheme  was  started,  and  this  work  included  the  first 
unit  of  the  Scawby,  Hibaldstow  and  Scawby  Brook  Disposal 
Works,  and  certain  sewers  sufficient  to  drain  the  pre-war  and 
post-war  Housing  Estate  at  Sturton  into  the  new  works.  The 
houses  on  this  particular  length  number  approximately  80, 
and  the  Ministry  gave  sanction  for  this  small  scheme  to  be 
commenced  because  of  the  serious  difficulties  we  were  having 
with  the  pollution,  rights  of  way,  question  of  trespassing  and 
obstruction  to  the  Council’s  workmen  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties.  These  matters  were  the  subject  of  an  interview 
with  the  Ministry,  and  our  efforts  were  successful. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  Reports,  many  schemes  are 
deposited  with  the  Ministry  and  several  are  in  course  of 
preparation.  The  schemes  at  Barrow-on-H umber,  New 
Holland,  Goxhill  and  Burton-on-Stather  have  been  approved 
in  principle  and  permission  to  proceed  further  has  not  been 
received. 

There  are  in  several  parishes  obvious  indications  that 
lack  of  sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  holding  up 
housing  development. 
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In  addition  to  many  miles  of  open  water  courses 
maintained  by  the  Council  because  of  our  pollution,  we 
maintain  53  Settlement  Tanks,  5 Lagoons,  2 Sand  Traps, 
11  Sewage  Works,  5 Temporary  Housing  Sewage  Works,  and 
17  Pumping  Stations. 

I must  point  out  here  that  the  maintenance  of  all  the  old 
sewers  in  the  various  villages  and  the  cleansing  of  many  miles 
of  open  water  courses  presents  an  increasing  and  ever  growing 
problem,  and  it  is  correct  to  say  that  these  old  sewers  are  now 
in  many  cases  considerably  overloaded  and  that  the  various 
drainage  systems  throughout  the  district  are  out-of-date  and 
defective. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1949 

(Improvement  Grants). 

During  the  twelve  months  reviewed  by  this  Report,  86 
applications  for  Grant  under  this  Act  were  received,  involving 
105  houses.  Four  of  these  applications  were  withdrawn  and 
3 refused.  Grants  were  made  in  the  remaining  79  cases 
involving  98  houses. 

It  is  pleasing  and  encouraging  to  know  that  some 
excellent  modern  dwelling  houses  are  being  provided  by  the 
machinery  set  out  in  the  Act.  It  is  also  quite  clear,  bearing  in 
mind  the  type  of  person  who  is  taking  advantage  of  the  Act, 
that  these  properties  would  not  be  modernized  without 
assistance  in  the  way  of  Grant.  The  properties  concerned  in 
the  applications  are  of  course  definitely  worth  while  modern- 
izing, but  on  the  other  hand  the  alternative  would  be  a further 
gradual  decline  in  repair  and  amenity,  and  would  eventually 
lead  to  slum  conditions. 

The  Council  have  felt  that  their  use  of  the  powers  given 
under  this  Act  to  be  well  worthwhile. 


Water  Supplies. 

The  Council  obtain  water  from  the  North  Lindsey  Water 
Board,  and  this  is  distributed  throughout  our  own  mains  to  the 
various  villages.  Each  of  the  41  villages  in  the  area  has  now 
a piped  supply,  and  the  only  remaining  work  to  be  done  is  the 
provision  of  a few  agricultural  extensions  as  and  when  the 
demand  arises. 

The  work  of  providing  house  connections  and  meter 
supplies  is  proceeding,  and  it  is  estimated  that  81%  of  the 
house  properties  in  the  district  now  have  a main  water  supply.
